California Airship Again Proves 
Its Succes, 


fect Control and After Thirty- 
six Minutes in the Air, 
Came Down Just Where 
He Intended. 


St. Louis, November !.—A second cuc- 
cessful flight of the Baldwin airship wag 
made at the world’s fair today, 


Toledo, who maneuvered the “California 
Arrow’ at will high above the western 
portion of the exposition grounds

Lowry Cotton Picking Machine 
Given Practical Test 


On Trial in Albany Cotton Fields, 
New Invention of George A. 
Lowry, Inventor of Lowry 
Round-Bale Press, Is 
Found Practicable. 


ana. ,Ga., November 1.—(Special.)— 
A cotton picking machine has at last 
been invented and given a successfu) trial 
in the cotton flelds near Albany. 

The machine is not entirely automatic, 
as the arms that carry the little wheels 
which gatber in the fleecy staple must 
be directed by human hands to the open 
bolls. The arms carry a chain’ with 
hooked teeth, adjusted like the chain of 
a bicycle. When the machine is in op- 
eration this chain revolves -rapidly and 
the curved hooks gather up ‘the staple 
the instant it touches the open boll and 
carries the cotton upward until it is 
flecked off into a receptacle, by a revoly- 
ing brush. The machine carries four op- 
erators and a driver, for each of whom 
a comfortable seat is provided. There is 
no necessity for any bending or stooping 
on the part of the operative, and all he 
is required to do is to direct the well 
balanced and nicely adjusted arms of the 
machine. It is estimated that each arm 
should gather up one boll per second, 
at a very slow rate of speed, making 480 
bolls per minute for the four operators, 
or 28,800 per hour. As the bolls early 
in the season average 60 or 80 to the 
pound, one machine can pick from 3,600 
to 4,800 pounds per days of ten hours. 
One of these machines with four boys 
and a driver can’do the work of twenty 
average pickers. 

George A. Lowry the Inventor. 

The cotton picking machine, which has 
been the subject of experiments for the 
past three months in the cotton flelds 
around Albany, is the invention of George 
A. Lowry, of Boston, the inventor of the 
Lowry round bale press for baling cot- 
ton. 

About the first of August he came to 
Albany bringing the crude model of his 
machine with him. This has been changed 
and modified from time to time until the 
inventor has now secured a machine 
iwhich, while yet far from perfect, is a 
‘decided improvement over the hand meth- 
od of picking cotton, naturally more re- 
liable and considerably chegper. The 
cost of picking this season’s cotton crop 
was about $!00,000,000.

“The eaitor of The Herald has seen 
the machine, and is sincerely of the opin- 
fon that Mr. Lowry has, in a measure, 
solved the great labor probtm for the 
cotton planters of the south for harvest- 
ing the cotton crop.”

This Japanese writer. who claims 
to have an intimate knowledge of mil- 
itary affairs in the mikado’s king- 
dom, is confident that Japan can call 
Into service at short notice 1,500,000 
men of strong physique, and this out- 
side of the large national guard or 
home reserves. According to his in- 
formation, 539,282 men. which was the 
number eligible for conscription in 
1901, had no obiectionable physical 
defects and belonged to the first 
class, as saown by physical examina. 
tion. The men who belonged to the 
second class had merely slight de- 
fects in the eyes or in some other 
bodily function. The total number of 
men in the naval service. including 
the first and second naval reserves, 
is 27,865, and they are described as of 
the best physiaue. More than double 
this number can, if necessary, be re- 
cruited from the merchant marine. 

These estimates would seem to he 
conservative enough, as 1,500,000 men 
in the field is a amall portion of the 
8,034,098 males from 17 to 40 who 
were available for conscription service 
& few years ago. Of course, on the 
same basis of conscription Russia could 
Overwhelm the Japanese army with 
several million men. but it is doubt- 
ful if Russia’s transportation problem 
makes more than a million men in| 
the field possibly available. Half that 
number is at present a severe tax on 
the trans-Siberian railroad, for it 
must provision this vast army as well 
as carry it to the front with its muni- 
tions of war. 

All things considered. Japan, as 
small as she is, seems to be pretty 
much on an equality with her giant 
antagonist.
